Trial of the Columbus Prisoners! 


FIFTH DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
(CONCLUDED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


McPuxrsox BaRRACKS, 
July 3, 1868. 


Court being called to order the trial pro- 
ceeded. 

Wape H. STerarns sworn; twenty-two 
years of age; occupation harness-maker ; 
resides in Columbus, Muscogee county, 
Ga. ; resided there about 8 years ; acquaint- 
ed with Dr. Kirkscey about seven or eight 
months—probably more; he is here. (Wit- 
ness pointed out Dr. K.); I had a conver- 
sation with him before the killing of A.; 
_ about three weeks; met him on the street 
below the Court House; two blocks below ; 
he was in a buggy; he stopped me and 
asked if I could keep a secret; I told him 
. of course I could; tlt there was a party 
getting up to kill old Ashburn; that if 1 
would join the party he would give me 
$50; I refused the money and walked off; 
he called me back and told me not to say 
anything about what had occurred between 
us; had a second conversation in Court 
House ; Moses refused to give bond forme; 
stepped to window and told negro boy to 
- go to mother and aunt and bring the titles 
to the property ; Dr. Kirkscey walked up to 
me and told me,“ it was all right now; ” 
we didn’t know but what you were guilty, 
and if you didn’t have money we would; 
have helped you; he knew me at that 
time; when I stepped into the court room 
Dr. K. called me and told me to come into 
the bull-pen, meaning the prison; don’t 
remember what time it was; Wasn't 
dreaming of being brought to this place 
on the Ashburn affair; a few weeks before 
the election that I was arrested and taken 
to the Court House; can’t tell how long it 
was after A.’s death. 

By the Defense: When were you first ar- 
rested? Don’t remember; remember when 
I was arrested and carried to Fort Pulaski; 
I was released on my bond after my first 
arrest; it was sometime before the elec- 
tion and after the death of A.; don’t re- 
member the date or anything about it; ar- 
rested the second time 14th of May, I be- 
lieve, and carried to Fort Pulaski; Bar- 
ber was arrested at the same time; found 
Barber already in the Court House; was 
called about 12 o'clock to go to the train; 
Barber aad two negroes—John Wells and 
John Stapler; can’t swear to their names; 
was put in acell at Fort Pulaski; size 15 
feet deep, (4x6) in close confinement ; Capt. 
Reed, Maj. Whitley and Capt. Cook visited 
me there; I was asked if 1 knew anything 
about the Ashburn affair shortly after 1 
got to Fort Pulaski; I said I knew noth- 
inz; nobody adopted a course of punish- 
ment- to compel me to answer; 
I fared about as well as a prison- 
er generally fares: I was not told 
that I would be keptin close confinement 
until I did make disclosures. Never made 
any disclosure at ajl there, but made.a dis- 
closure at McPherson Barracks. Never 
told what I knew till 1-came here;.made 
no confession at Fort Pulaski; might have 
spoke a few words about it; was removed 
from the Ist cell; I was put into another 
cell, on the left, opposite where I had been. 
Don’t know the object; no change in per- 
sonal condition; I think the reason of the 


change was that they wan‘ed to put one of | 


the freedmen in the cell in which I was in. 
Not put at any time in a close box; no re; 
straint at all put over my limbs or person. 
i received two letters; my mother’s name 
was signed to them; don’t know whether 
or not she sent them. Capt. Reed or Maj. 
Whitley delivered them to me. Did you 
get there a letter telling you that Kirkscey, 
Chipley, Bedell and the others had con-' 
fessed? No, sir. And that they had 
leagued to convict you? No, sir. Any 
letter from anybody, telling you thcir 
money would save them and convict you? 
‘No, sir; I received no letter from any one 
«xcept my mother. Officers took my let- 
ters out and brought them to me; I couldn’t 
get them myself; they had to handle them ; 
made no affidavit before any person at Fort 
Pulaski. I made an affidavit before Mr. 
Whitley and another gentleman here at 
the Barracks, the purport of which was 
just what I have here spoken concerning 
Dr. Kirkscey. I did consider that affidavit 
was binding. I asked no one afterwards 
ifan atiidavit made before a Quartermas- 
ter was binding. I spoke to Roper and 
Barber, then in the cell, and asked the 
latter “if he knew anything about law ?” 
He said no. I did not tell him whether I 
had made an affidavit before anybody; I 
merely asked him if an affidavit made be- 
fore anybody excepta Justice was binding. 
What J say is not what I swear to. I did 
not say to Barber: “Then Iam all right,” 


_ , Oranything to that effect. I can’t say that 


anybody ever saw mein conversation with 
Dr. Kirkscey before my arrestin my life. 
Dr. K. was a rich man, and I don’t suppose 
he cared to speak to “small potatoes.” 

By the Prosecution; Why did you not 
state at Fort Pulaski what you knew about 
what Dr. Kirkscey had said relative to 
Ashburn ? I had started to converse on the 
snbject with Capt. —— and another, but 
Was interrupted by somebody and did not 
cate again to resume the conversation in 
such a place as that. Idid not say any-| 
thing about it. in Columbus because 
I was afraid that I would «be 
murdered as A. was. I did not hear any 
Conversation yesterday between the pris- 
Oners and Betts. There*was mueh excite- 
ment about an organization called the Ku 
Klux in or about Columbus. I had no fears 
of the K. Ks; it did not operate on me at 
all; what tliey put on uy fence I thought

By the Defense.—Do you live with your 
mother? Yes. My mother bought the lot 
from Major Moses; she lived there when I 
left. I consider tt ‘mine—a part of it— 
part of the improvements, Mother’s hus- 
band is dead ; a colored girl and 00k oc- 
cnpy the back room; John Wells—a col- 
ored man—lived with. my mother until I 
was about to shoot his brains out. (Wit- 
ness said here that he would not answer 
any more questions of that sort.) John 
Wells was arrested first and put in the 
same room with me. Iie was taken in the 
same car with me to Savannah; heard him 
say he was a Democrat and heard others 
call him a Democrat. I am not s Democrat 
‘| myself; I voted the Democratic ticket, but 
was a fool for it.. I-was not known at that 
time in Columbus to be a Democrat. 

Sallie Bedell, colored, sworn.—I live in 
Columbus, Ga. 1 was at aunt Nora Win- 
ter’s the night I heard Mr. A. was killed. I 
saw Wiggins and Wood there that night. 
Both are here present (witness pointed 
them out); the clock was not running that 
night; don’t know what time it was; it 
was after supper; don’t know how long af- 
ter supper it was; had no time in the house. 
Mr. Wiggins had a masquerade suit there 
that night—only one suit. He said the suit 
was got from Mollie Jones, but didn’t say 
what he was going to do with them; he 
brought them there; he said there were 30 
of them going out disguised that night; he 
said it to aunt Nora Winters. Don’t know 
how long Wood and Wiggins staid there— 
no time in the house. They said they were 
going first to the Temperance Hall till the 
speaking was out there. After they went 
to the speaking they came back— Wiggins 
came back — Wood didn’t. Wiggins, after 
he came back, went to bed. It was after 
the speaking in the Hall; dodn’t know 
what time of night it was; no time in the 
house. The masquerade suit was laying 
on the chest when he went to bed; saw him 
after he went to bed; don’t know what time 
it was—no time in the heuse; he was not 
doing anything till he went to bed ; he was 
in the room when I saw him — in the bed. 
saw him when he got up and went out of 
doors; that was the night A. was killed; 
don’t know what time it was — no time in 
the house. It was after he had gone to bed ; 
couldn’t tell which way he was coming 
from ; he had to come up stairs ; Nora’s room 
was up stairs; he was up stairs when jl 
saw him coming in? he came up the steps 
and walked across the passage into Aunt 
Nora’s room? Aunt Nora said to me and 
little Nora that if they took up Mr. Wig- 
gins she would swear that he was in bed 
with her, and make me and little Nora 
swear the same; next morning the mask 
suit was on the bed—the clothes on the 
bed—the mask on the floor; the mask was 
broke up; the upper part of it was paste- 
board, the lower part plain black silk; I 
threw it in the fire-place; I slept in Aunt 
Nora’s room on the couch that night; when 
Wiggins came back that night I was in the 
room, and when he came back in the morn- 
ing I was still in the room; the first time 
he came back after he had gone to bed was 
after the meeting at the hall; the second 
iene was towards morning about 4o’clock ; 
after going to bed the first time he didn’t 
stay in bed very long; after he came in at 
4 o’clock he went to bed again; when aunt 
Nora Winters told me what she intended to 
make us do, I told her I could swear that 
he was there for such atime and no longer; 
she said that, before she would sce him 
(Wiggins) killed, she would make me and 
little Nora swear that he was in the bed 
with her; don’t know how old lam; I am 
a woman grown. 

BY THE DEFENSE. 

Were those questions ever put to you 
before! Not in Court. Were they 
ever put to you out of court?— 
Yes, sir; four or five times by Mr. Bostock 
and that gentleman over there, (pointing 
to Whitley, the Government Detective.) 
Bostock is the Mayistrate in Columbus. 
Nora Winters keeps a boarding house. The 
masquerade suit was a calico pants and 
worsted coat. There was twoor three suits 
in the house, but only one taken out that 
night, as 1 know of. One suit was taken 
out of the room; whether or not it was 
earried down stairs, I don’t know. Mr. 
Wiggins brought one of these suits in be- 
fore he went to bed. When he threw it on 
the bed he did not say anything. He told 
aunt Nora that that was the suit that Em- 
ma Hines sent back, that she borrowed; 
the suit was there as long as I staid. Wig- 
gins was a police officer. I wentto bed be- 
fore the speaking was out at the hall, but 
did not go to sleep. Aunt Nora asked Mr. 
Wood to go up stairs and take a drink; 
that was before the speaking was out_at the 
hall; soon part of the night. Cashen was 
present that night. Litthe Nora was down 
at the door too. | 

By the Court.—Did Mr. Wiggins have the 
masquerade put on when he went out or 
returned? No, sir; he did not have it on 
when he went out or returned. He took 
it out of the room with him; don’t know 
whether he carried it down stairs with him 
or not. : 

ABRAM JOHNSON (COL’D) Sworn.—My 
name is Abram Johnson; I live in Colum- 
bus, Ga.; I wasin Mr. Chaffin’s store on 
the Thursday after A. was killed; saw Dr, 
Kirkscey, Mr. Bedell and Mr. Chipley 
there; (witness pointed out the parties.) 
I was staying at the widow McClay’s 
boarding house ; stopped at Chaffin’s store; 
wasasked in; Ham. Stewart asked me 


where I stayed; told him at Mrs. McClay’st 


boarding house; Dr. Kirkscey asked me 
where Mr. Bostock boarded; Mr. Bedell 
asked me if I heard Mr. Bostock ‘say 
whether he was: going to arrest any one 
about Mr. Ashburn again. I told him no, 
I didn’t know. Dr. K. told me to find out 


‘whether he was going to arrest any more 


orno. Itold him yes,sir, I would. Dr. 
Kirkscey asked me where Bennett was the 
night Ashburn was killed. I said he was 
behind the middle door; Dr. K. said: “if 
he had known that Bennett was there, the 
Ku Klux, or we Ku Klux, would have fix- 

ed him like we fixed Ashburn.” He told 
me to see and ask Bostock and find out 
whether Gen. Meade was coming down in 

Mr. Ashburn's place or not: Dr. K. then 
said the Ku Klux, or we Ku Klux, will fix. 
him like we did Ashburn. Dr. K. tried to 
stop Mr. Biddle (Bedell) from talking, say- 
ing, never mind Abram, he was in the war 
with me; it was Mr. Stewart who said 

“Never iateedl Abram, he wasin the war 
with me. I took care of him;”it was Dr. K. 
who first made the remark about the K. K, 
Dr. K. first touched one of the others in 
the crowd to stop him, (Bedell.) When he 
touched him (Bedell) he was saying; 
Whar was Bennett? No, sir; he was say- 
ing: Find out whether General Meade was

I know his father ; he is a lawyer; they are 
partners in the same office; don’t know

By the Defense Wien store did you 
say this conversation with Kirkscey, 
Bedell and Stewart took place in? 
Mr. Chaffin’s; it -is on Broad 
street. The conversation occurred 
about an hour by sun, think. The store 
is on the lett hand side—the right hand side 
going down. Mr. Chaffin and Mr. Red stay 
in that store; 
ferro stays there; 1 see Mr. Wright there 
often, but don’t know whether he clerks for 
Mr. Chaffin or no. There was nobody there 
that day but Kirkscey,Bedell,Chipley, Chaf- 
fin and Ham. Stewart; they were in the 
store; don’t know whether they heard us 
talking or no; Mr. Red was there. I have 
been sworn in this case before. Did you 
ever swear to this statement, that Bostock 
said to you that he would give to you $100 
if you would swear what Barber and Geo. 
Betts said to Henry Kimbrough? Yes sis. 
Did you take the money? No sir. What 
reply did you swear you made to Mr. Bos- 
tock when he made that offer to you ? (Wit- 
ness hesitated). What did you tell Bostock ? 
(Noanswer). Didn’t you tell him this: 
that George Ashburn, the young man, the 


.son of Ashburn, said he would give you 


$150 if you would swear to having heard 
what Barber and George Betts said to Hen- 
ry Kimbrough? Nosir. Yo didn’t make 
that reply to Mr. Bostock, then? No sir- 
What did you say to him? I disremember 
what I saidto him then. He told me I 
would get $100. I told him I didn’t care 
about the money — I ‘just believed in the 
right thing; ifhe had a mind to give it tome 
he could do it. You rather expect he will 
giveitto you? Nosir. Where were you 
arrested? I was not arrested at all. I have 
been here since Monday evening ;Capt. Mills 
sent me up here; as I was passing by he 
called me and told me that he didn’t want 
me to get out of the place; he wanted me 
to come to Atlanta that Monday-evening; 
Mr. Bostock, Jnstice of the Peace, told 
Capt. Mills about my testimony; Mr. Bos- 
tock issued the warrants against these par- 
ties at their first arrest; they say he did— 
he may not. Were these questions ever 
read over to you before they were asked 
you here to-day? Yes, sir, once. By 
whom? Mr. Bostock. Did young Mr. 
Ashburn offer you the $150 if you would 
swear agaiust Barber and Betts? No, sir. 
Didnt you tell Mrs. Mary Ann Williams 
that young Mr. Ashburn had offered $150 
if you would swear against Barber and 
Betts, or any of the others? No, sir, 
(Upon the question being repeated the wit- 
ness replied that he had told Mrs. Williams 
that, but that he did not swear to it. 
(Laughter.)] Did young George Ashburn 
say to you that you would get $150 if you 
would swear against any of these parties ? 
He told me that I would get $150 if I would 
swear that way. | 

By the Prosecution.—Do you intend to 


Say that the same questions I have 


asked you here to-day were asked you 
by Mr. Bostock? Yes, sir, I can say them 
over. Havel not asked you some ques- 
tions here that Mr. Bostock did not ask 
you? No, sir. (Here Governor Brown 


protested that he had not had a word of 


correspondence with Mr. Bostock. 
{Laughter.] The question was repeated, 
when the witness renegued, and, this time, 
answered: Yes, sir.) “Did Mr. Moses get 
you to swear to anything before him? No, 
sir. Didn’t hedraw up a paper and get 
you to swéar to it before him? No,sir; he 


just drawed up a paper of what I told him. 


He read it to me. I cannot read. Don’t 
know whether we did or no. Did you un- 
derstand that you were swearing to that 
paper before him? No,sir. Did he offer 
you anything if you would make the state- 
ment before him? Yea, sir. His father 
gave me a three-dollar bill for telling him 
what he set down on that paper. Mrs. 
Williams sent me to him; he did not tell 
me I was swearing to it at the time. 

Burrell Davis, colored, sworn.—My name 
is Burrell Davis. I live in Columbus, Ga.; 
am about 68 years of age, not quite; lived 
in Columbus about 24 years. On the 30th 
of March, the day before Ashburn was 
killed, I was in Columbus. I had no inter- 
view that day with J. M. Barber; I saw him 
that day ; nobody with him ; heard him talk. 

was standing near the stable when Bar- 
ber came up and threw a new pair of shoes 
in the wagon; he,was about half drunk, I 
suppose. He asked meif I wasa Demo- 
crat. I said yes, sir. Asked meifI was 
posted “on the-dots ?” I said no, sir. Asked 
me ifI had been up tothe Club room? I 
said no, sir, because I don’t feel like it, 
don’t care much about going there to- 
night. Said he,“When you go up town 
go to Capt. Ramsey, and he will post you 
on the dots; whatever the K. Ks. say they 
will do, they will do it, in spite of men in 
hell. They hung seventy-five the other 
day in Tennessee ;” said I, “Is it possible ?” 
By this time we were near home; I 
hitched up the horse to get home quick, to 
let him (Barber) out; he said again, “Go 
up yonder.” I said yes,sir. If anything 
was said ahout what the Ku Kiuxes was 
gotten up-there for, state it? He said that 
“Mr. Ashburn will bea dead man before 
any of you have any knowledge of it.” 
This was in the neighborhood of sunset on 
Monday evening. Next morning between 
daybreak and sun up I heard that Mr. A. 
was killed. 

By the Defense: Did I understand you 
to say that you were a Demo- 
crat? Yes, sir. 
the truth? No,sir. Mr. Barder knew 
me very well ever since he was'a child. 
I don’t know whether or not he knew my 
politics; don’t know whether at that time 
my politics were generally known about 
town, Mr. Barber was not very active 
about politics; I was not very active, but 
was most determined in my principles. Mr. 
Barber was about*half drunk that evening»
